FEARS OF ANOTHER CRISIS. 


The argentine Republic Agaia in Fisane- 
cial Treuble—One Cause For the Low 
Price of Wheat 

The Argentine Republic, m which se 
Pus h capital was engulfed by the break- 
down of four years ago, appears to be on 
the verge of another crisis of more or less 
gravity. The world has not yet recovered 
from the nervour, or entirely from the ma- 
terial, effecta of the crash of IS°O. That 
crash wrought great ruin, and was prevent- 
ed from working more only by the league of 

London financial houses, with the Bank of 

England at its head, which breasted the 

Panic by making upa guarantee fund to 
carry over the difficulties of the Baring 
Urothers, whose liabilities amounted to 
hundred and five million dollars, and whose 
assets consisted so largely of Argentine se 
curities. The present depression, which is 
#0 Widespread and has been so lasting, 1% 
according te some economists, a legacy of 
the troubles which broke owt then sm Art" 


gentina, They gave the 


FIRST SERIOUS BLOW 
to confidence, which all but succumbed to 
the later strokes of adversity in Australia 
and in the United States. Now that Argen- 
tina shows signs of losing her financtal 
equilibrium again, she attracts some inter 
est, though not so much s« when she was 
tottering along with so much capital that 
wasdrained from other countries. The pre 
minum on gold has risen to close to J4!, that 


is, one dollar in gold is equal in purchasing 
power to four dollarain Argentine currency.
